I rom former years. 
While the little I 
bunch of the boys that have rem ain ­ 
ed at home have sure bee* faithful 
and done very effective and efficient 
work, a part of the responsibility for 
the low' fire loss m ust fall on th e citi­ 
zens, who have no doubt realized the 
necessity of double precaution in the 
prevention of fires. 
We have had, 
however, some fires which a little 
more precaution 
could 
have 
pre­ 
vented. which I will mention in the 
hope that the num ber will be reduced 
still more in 1919. 
We had five tires caused by defect­ 
ive flues, which could have been very 
easily prevented by an examination 
of same before being put into use. 
Four tires caused from burning ru b ­ 
bish too near to buildings, and could 
easily be prevented, and four fires 
caused from children 
playing 
with 
matches, and should by all means be 
prevented; not because of the fire 
loss alone, but from the fact th a t lots 
of children in the United States lose 
Thi.> was the first communi- their lives every year by their parents 
allowing them to play with matches 
at will. 
So in conclusion allow me to say 
that if the citizens will do as much 
in 1919 as they did in 1918 in pre­ 
venting fires, we 
will 
double 
our 
efforts to put out the ones that acci­ 
dentally occur, and we will see a re­ 
duction in our losses over 1918.

Secretary of War, Newton I> 
Ba­ 
le r . discussing the Christmas Roll 
call of the Red Cross recently, made 
the following statem ent relative to 
the necessity of the work that lies 
ahead of the Red Cross: 
Prior to the signing of the a r m ­ 
istice. the work of the American Red 
Cross was confined within home and 
neutral areas or within areas tinder 
Entente control. 
Now its scope is ob­ 
viously enlarged to embrace virtual­ 
ly the entire continent of Europe, to­ 
gether with great portions of Asia. 
The task which confronts this great 
service of mercy is thus vastly in­ 
creased by the cessation of hostilities 
and seems likely to continue for a 
considerable period. 
I am sure that 
All Americans will wish to put their 
hands to the work of healing and 
reconstruction, and of the channels 
open none is worthier of 
support 
than this.”
